NEW S  DIGEST 


PRAGUE—  Karel  Cardinal  Kaspar,  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Prague  and  Primate  of  Bohemia,  who 
fought  Nazi  efforts  to  weaken  the  Church  in 
Bohemia  after  its  seizure  by  Germany,  died 
here  Monday  in  his  Palace.  Cardinal  Kaspar 
fearlessly  denounced  the  Munich  pact  on  Oct. 

1,  1938.  He  said  that  he  prayed  "that  the 
peace  efforts  prompting  this  terrible  sacrifice 
would  be  crowned  with  permanent  success;  and 
should  they  not,  I  pray  almight  God  to  forgive 
all  who  impose  this  injustice  on  the  people 
of  Czechoslovakia." 

St.  Louis,  Mo. --Father  Daniel  A.  Lord, 
S.J.,  observes  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Queen's 
Work  one  of  the  odd  consequences  of  war:  There 
is  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  eggs  being 
sent  to  the  United  States  from  China,  Cur  hens 
now  have  an  opportunity  to  strike  for  shorter 
hours  and  more  corn. 


MEW  ORLEANS,  LA.  A  warning  against  tic 
encroachment  of  secular  standards  upong  Cath¬ 
olic  education  was  issued  by  Archbishop  Joseph 
F.  Rummel  of  New  Orleans  at  the  38th  convention 


of  the  National  Catholic  Educational  Association 
here,NCWC  reports.  Archbishop  Rummel,  while 
praising  the  sotting  up  of  educational  standards 
by  state  authorities,  said  that  often  the  cur¬ 
riculum  is  overloaded  with  trivial  subjects. 

The  only  justification  for  the  existence 
of  Catholic  Education  is  the  responsibility 
for  the  religious  and  moral  formation  of  the 
child.  "Toreduce  religious  programs  in  fav¬ 
or  of  secular  standards  is  to  fail  grievously 
against  thier  primary  duty,"  the  prelate  de-" 
dared.  To  reduce  the  time  given  for  the 
teaching  of  Christian  doctrine  "is  almost  eq¬ 
uivalent  to  treason."
